WASHINGTON—CflP)—The 


Eisenhower 
Administra- 


tion was reported authorita- 
tively today to have well-ad- 
vanced plans for trying to^end 
the Korean and Indochinese 
wars by denying Russia any 
"advantage" from them. 


Secretary of State Dulles told a 


national radio and television audi- 
ence Tuesday night: N 


"Today those wars go on be- 


cause the enemy thinks he's get- 
ting an advantage by 
continuing 


the war. I believe that Gen. Eis- 
enhower will find the ways to 
make the enemy change his mind 
in that respect so that they too 
will want peace." 


No Hint 


Dulles' statement gave no hint 


in his speech as to what these 
moves will be. 


However, in a pre-election speech 


in October, Dulles said Russia had 
an advantage out of continuing the 
Korean WaxJjy the fact that Amer- 
ican troops are tied up there nnd 
by propagandizing the conflict as 
a campaign of Americans against 
Asians. 
These advantages could 


be denied and the prospects for 
peace greatly advanced, he then 
said, by replacing American forces 
in 
Korea 
with 
South 
Korean 


troops. 


Dulles' broadcast speech 
pin- 


pointed trouble spots of the world 
in a sweeping survey of American 
foreign policy problems, and also 
contained an appeal for popular 
confidence at home in the State 
Department and foreign service. 
He promised, with the help of the 
FBI, to rid the department of any 
Communist or Red, sympathizers 
who may be found there. 


EDO Stalled - 


Dulles noted that French and 


German steps toward formation of 
a. European Defense Community 
under which West Germany could 
rearm have recently been "some- 
what stalled." 


Dulles said the U. S. has put al- 


most 30 billion dollars into West- 
ern Europe since the end of World 
War II in the hope of developing 
unity there and he declared that if 
France, Germany and Britain now 
go their separate ways it would be 
necessary to give "a 
little re- 


thinking," to America's policy to- 
ward Europe. 


He said the U. S. has "enemies 


who are plotting our destruction" 
and added that "these enemies are 
the Russian Communist and their 
allies in other countries." 


Soviet strategy, he, went on, is 


to encircle and isolate this coun- 
try. This strategy must be coun- 
tered by a strong American mili-

Council Acts to Clear 
Property for Parking 


A resolution authorizing the public sale of the St. Paul's Evangelical 


Lutheran church building, Dixon, was adopted at a meeting of the city 
council Tuesday night. 


The buildings and the lot on 


which the church now stands were 
sold to Dixon for $60,000. The city 
currently owes a balance of $10,000 
to church officials. 


According to the resolution last 


night, the1 city reported that the 
church and the .parsonage ,have 
been vacated. The new Lutheran 
church is located at Fifth and 
Pcoria avenue. 


.The old church premises on Sec- 


ond street and Hennepin avenue, 
directly across from city hall, will 
be converted into an 
off-street 


parking lot, according to the coun- 
cil. 


Having purchased the property, 


the city is obliged'to remove the 
church, the parsonage, and a ga- 
rage from the lot in order for the 
land to be used for municipal 
purposes. 


To do this, the council will ad- 


vertise in the near future for the 
sale of the buildings at a public 
auction to the highest bidder. 


In the resolution, it is stipulated 


that the auction should be conduct- 
ed under three separate offerings 
to determine the highest bidder. 


Under the first bid, the church 


IB to be offered for sale separate 
from the garage and parsonage. In 
the second bid, the residence and 
garage are to be offered apart 
from the church. And, in the third 
bid, all three are to be offered to- 
gether. 


Then the property is to b« sold 


to the highest bidder of three 
offerings. 


The resolution prescribes that 


provisions of the sale include the 
removal of UTS buildings from the 
lot. 


The council has directed the city 


clerk 'to advertiie the auction.

tal research—the mixing of a small 
amount of fluoride in drinking 
water over a six-year period. 


Results of the historic test were 


disclosed today by Dr. Edward 
Taylor, head of the Texas State 
Health department's dental divi- 
sion'. 


Began inMfllfi 


Marshall began putting the bluish 


powder in its' drinking water in 
1946: 'It was the first city in the 
South to agree that its children 
could serve as scientific "guinea 
pigs" by consuming water contain- 
ing a, measured quantity of powder- 
ed fluoride. The children's teeth 
were checked periodically. 


Dr. Taylor said-the test proved: 
1. Six-year-old continuous-resi- 


dent Marshall children have 57 per 
cent fewer cavities than children 
of the same age groiup in Jackson- 
ville, Tex., a city about 65 miles 
away where fluoride is not used. 


2. More than 35 per cent of Mar- 


shall six-year-olds have no cavities 
whatsoever,. In Jacksonville, only 
13 per cent were cavity-free. 


Steady Decrease 


3. During the six and a half years 


of fluoridation in Marshall, chil- 
dren from all age groups have 
shown a steady decrease in cavity 


the desired results of stronger 
enamel without mottling. 


Both the American Medical As- 


sociation and American Dental As- 
sociation collaborated in the aix- 
year experiment. About 460 U. S. 
cities are now putting fluoride in 
their water. And the American 
Dental Association says about that 
many more are preparing to do so.

down at this North Australian port 
at .4:07 p.m. (12:37 a.m., CST), 
just 22 hours and 1 minute after 
leaving London. 


Its actual flying time for the 


8,608-mile trip—unofficial so far— 
was 19 hours and 1 minute. 


The previous official record list- 


ed with the British Air Ministry 
was.45 hours 35 minutes, cfocked 
by a four-engine Lancaster bomber 
in August, 1946. 


A two-man Royal Air Force crew 


on today's flight was Flight Lt. 
Leslie Morris Whittington, 29 and 
a veteran test pilot, and his navi- 


gator, Flight Lt. John Anthony 
Brown, 30. 


They stopped three times for 


fuel—at Fayid, in the Suez Canal 
zone: at Karachi, capital of Pakis- 
tan, and in Singapore. 


They also eclipsed the old Lon- 


don-to-Karachi mark. Their time 
of eight hours 53 minutes bettered 
a previous record of 15 hours 18 
minutes for the 3,921-tftiIe run set 
in May, 1940, by a Sea Fury. 


The pilot refused to disclose the 


top speed to todays flight but said 
they were making the trip at over 
40.000 feH and using oxygen to 
breathe all the way. 


AEC Reports 
Big Strides 
In Research 


Public Has Nothing 
To Fear From Tests; 
Will Test Sub Engine

WASHINGTON—WP)—-The 


Atomic Energy commission 
today reported sharp new ad- 
vances toward perfecting 
atomic power for , industrial 
use and to drive aircraft and 
submarines. It said there had 
been progress in virtually 
every 'department of its vast 
enterprise. 
But construction work has fallen 


behind schedule at its, Savannah 
River, S. C., plant where materials 
of the projected hydrogen bomb 
are to be made, the commission 
said. It blamed the falling behind 
on "delays in the delivery of sup- 
plies and equipment." 


Nothing to Fear 


The commission, in its 13th semi- 


annual report to s Congress, an- 
nounced that detailed studies have 
demonstrated the American public 
has nothing to fear—either now or 
in the fofeseeeable 
future—from 


the blast and radioactivity effects 
of weapons tests conducted at the 
commission's proving ground in 
Nevada. • 


The AEC said it was prompted 


to give this assurance because of 
"public concern in some commu- 
nities" regarding.'possible' radio- 
active hazards to man, beast and 
plant from periodic blasts aimed 
at developing "new and improved 
atomic weapons." 


List Progress 


In the latest account of its stew- 


ardship of the entire atomic pro- 
gram—in which Congress so far 
has invested or appropriated ap- 
proximately 7& billion' dollars- 
the AEC said: 


1. Production of fissionable mate- 


rials for A-bombs and for the oper- 
ation of various atomic research 
furnaces "continued to increase in 
1952;" and production of atomic 
weapons "continued at the rate 
authorized by the President for 
calendar year 1952." As it has in 
the past, tne AEC appeared to im- 
ply by the last part of that state- 
ment that it could have made more 
bombs if really pushed. 


2. Four d i f f e r e n t industrial 


groups have told the commission 
they see attractive possibilities for 
tapping industrial power from the 
atom on an economic basis "in a 
few years." 


Long Strides 


And the AEC itself feels that the 


developments of atomic reactors 
for the output of power for indus- 
trial use and for the propulsion of 
aircraft, submarines and large 
naval vessels "made longer for- 
ward strides 
(in the last six 


months) than in any other half- 
year of the decade." 
' 


3. Work toward developing atom- 


powered aircraft has progressed 
to the point where some kind of 
tests—presumably land-based ones 
—are in sight for small atomic re- 
actors, or furnaces, designed to 
serve as power plants. 


4. Assembly is virtually complete 


on a land-based version of the 
world's first known power plant for 
a submarine. The AEC didn't say

Conservation 


AMBOY—It is estimated that ap- 


proximately 80 per cent of the 
farmers ui Lee county will be 
signed up to participate in the 1953 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
pio- 


gram, according to the Lee county 
PMA committee. 


Each of these cooperating farm- 


ers should be fully aware of one 
of the changes that has been made 
in this year's program, the PMA 
pointed out. This change provides 
that no payment can be made for 
any practice which is started be 
fore an official notice is issued to 
the farmer advising him of the 
specific conservation work which 
has been approved under the pio- 
gram.

This 
means in effect, he said, that 
credit cannot be given under the 
1953 program for any piactices 
which are carried out during the 
first six weeks of 1953.

officer, all Puerto Ricans, were 
convicted by court martial trials 
ending last week of misbehaving 
in the face of the enemy. They are 
held in the Pusan Army stockade 
awaiting Washington review of the 
trials. 


The trials stemmed from two 


actions last fall on the Central 
Front. Fifty-four of those convicted 
were involved in combat against 
the Communists in the Jackson 
Heights area Oct. 28 and 29. The 
other 39 were brought to trial for 
leaving the scene while on a com- 
bat patrol Nov. 3. 


The 65th Regiment, almost en- 


tirely Puerto Ricans except for 
some officers, has been fighting in 
Korea since November, 1950. 


Smythe's statement was made in 


a tape-recorded interview with a 
Voice of America correspondent. 
It was released to newsmen today. 


Maj. Walton B. McMullen of 


Gainesville, Fla., division public 
information officer, said some of 
the Puerto Ricans asserted their 
platoon leader was lost and others 
insisted they were helping wounded 
to the rear.

WASHINGTON—(M—Docs Soviet 


Russia really have the atom bomb? 


Yes, say three members of the 


Senate-House Atomic Committee 
who entered the controversy touch- 
ed off by former President Tru- 
man's expressed doubts. 


The legislators, Sen. Hickenloop- 


er (R-Iowa), Rep. Durham (D-NC) 
and Rep. Cole (R-NY), said in a 
joint statement Tuesday that the 
evidence was carefully sifted sev- 
eral years ago and "it simply did 
not admit of doubt." 


In Kansas City, Truman declar- 


ed he-had said "time and time 
again" he had doubts about the 
Russians achieving a workable A- 
bomb. If people disagreed, con- 
tinued the-former Presidentr"that 
is their right." • 


Announced Blasts 


Hickenlooper noted Truman had 


announced three separate atomic 
explosions in Russia. The senator 
said if Truman made such state- 
ments "for the purpose of fright- 
ening the American people without 
being convinced that they were 
factually correct, then it is repre- 
hensible, indeed." 


In their joint statement, 
the 


Atomic Committee members said 
the first intelligence reports in 1949 
that Russia had achieved a nuclear 
explosion indicated a probability 
that this had been a weapon test 
and not an accident. While "one 
or two high officials in the execu- 
tive branch" • took the position it 
was not a bomb test, the statement 
continued, "within a very short 
time thereafter — before Sept. 23. 
1949. the evidence had been fully 
evaluated and it simply did not 
admit of doubt." 


The evidence was re-reviewed a 


short time later "in the interest of 
super caution," the statement said, 
"and once again the evidence was 
found by the most competent tech- 
nical authorities to show conclu- 
sively that the Soviets had indeed 
tested a bomb." 


The 'lawmakers "said 
former 


Atomic E n e r g y Commissioner 
Lewis L. Strauss, because of his 
insistence on measures to keep the 
United States informed of atomic 
explosions in.Soviet territory, was 
"largely responsible for successful 
United States detection of the three 
Soviet atomic bomb test explosions 
thus far announced from the White 
House."

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Some Reasons Back of Skidding 


Farm Prices 


Prices of farm products are skidding again. It even 


shows -up in lower prices on some items at the grocery. The 
reason is huge supplies. .Almost 30 per cent more wheat on 
hand than a year ago. Corn supplies up almost one-tenth. A 
record number of cattle fattening in the nation's feed lots. 
Farm stocks of feed grains 10 per cent bigger than last year. 


So, many a farmer is wondering if the history of the 20s 


is to be repeated. Back then the farmer had his own private 
depression before it started for the general public. 


That's what is back of all the ruckus now in congress.

Some congressmen from the farm belt want to raise the 


level at which the government supports farm prices. 


Others think the government should start now buying up 


foodstuffs to bolster the prices for what the farmer still has 
unsold. 


It's likely to be one of the knottiest problems of the earlv 


days of the new administration. Farm price support will come 
out of tax money — at a time when most people, including 
farmers, are crying for economy and tax cuts. 


But if farm prosperity goes sour, little by little it might 


spoil the boom for all the economy. 
*

* 


City folk think the price of food is still too high. So 


firm is this conviction that it has little effect to tell them — 
as all connected with the food industry are constantly doing 
— that the cost of farming, of transporting foodstuffs, of 
processing and packaging food, of distributing it, and of sell- 
ing victuals at the grocery, all have gone up in recent years. 


The farmer, on the other hand knows how expensive 


modern farming is — the machinery, the f ertilizers, the sprays, 
the labor. He also knows the spread between the price he 
gets for foodstuffs and the price the consumer pays at the 
store.

And with the present weakness in farm prices, he sees 


his income shrinking. The golden decade when all the world 
wanted his produce and was willing to pay .ever-increasing 
prices for it seems to be drawing to a close.

Export demand for American farm products is off. Pro- 


duction of crops — given reasonable weather — increases right 
along. Now surpluses are piling up. 


First to feel the' effect of this are the prices the farmer 


gets. But wholesale prices are down now, although to a 
smaller degree. Higher operating expenses cut further into 
this, but retail prices are lower on many food items than a 
year ago.

The farmer's expenses haven't dropped as much, if any. 


In many instances the price of the thii^s he sells have 
dropped below parity with cost of things w must buy. 


Under the law the government supports the price of 


many farm products at 90 per cent of this parity. 


Some congressmen are now urging that the government 


raise the support to 95 per cent of parity. 


Others want the Commodity Credit Corporation of the 


agriculture department to stop selling the grain it bought 
previously, and instead to start buying grain right away at 
country elevators. 


Others want more funds to be granted other nations so 


that they will have dollars to buy American farm products.

Country Is Up to Eyes fa Corruption

WASHINGTON—I have made several references to Carmel Offie 


as a mysterious figure in the conspiracy hatched by the Truman ad» 
ministration to use the American Federation of Labor and particu- 
larly Dave Dublnsky's union of needle-workers to commit dirty work 
in the internal politics of many other nations on this side of the iron 
curtain. 
I have now interviewed Offie and report to you that the 


government of your country has been up to its eyes 
in a systematic, cynical corruption including brib- 
ery with our money, subject to no accounting or 
explanation. 


When Offie was a State Department agent he. 


was arrested in Washington on a charge of homo- 
sexuality. He claims he was framed while he was 
carrying out an official, assignment to keep a ren- 
dezvous with a man unknown to him.

However, Offie says he believed it would be worse 
than futile to face the issue because the Joe Mc-

stained even though he had vindicated himself in court. Offie is an 
old personal friend and official colleague of William C. Bullitt, a 
dilettante who once thought Soviet Russia was a great friend of the 
United States and was our first ambassador in Moscow. Offie went 
to Moscow with him, Bullitt turned against Communism and Soviet 
Russia and Offie says he also is an enemy of Communism. 


After he got out of the State Department Offie went into the Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency, the weird gumshoe and conspiracy bureau 
which was organized to carry on the work of the OSS, or Office of 
Strategic Services, a cops-and-robbers layout that Roosevelt gave Bill 
Donovan to play with back in the war days. Bill is a very nice fel- 
low and a stout anti-Dewey Republican who had won the Medal of 
Honor as colonel of the 165th New York Regiment of Foot in WWI. 
He wanted something to do in Roosevelt's war so Our Leader made 
him a major general and gave him this OSS to carry on politico-dip- 
lomatic "intelligence" work and propaganda outside our own country. 
The OSS became a sanctuary for a lot of double-dome draft-dodgers 
who smote the Nazi Beast by drawing pie-diagrams showing what 
percentage of the Bessarabian Beelmite output had been knocked out 
by the Ploesti raid.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Patients With Heart Disease 
Can Usually Do Useful Work 


Every February is considered 


National Heart Month, and this co- 
incides with the drive of the Amer- 
ican Heart Association for funds to 
support its splendid programs of 
research and help for the patient 
with heart disease. It is conse- 
quently appropriate at this time to 
discuss a few of the many aspects 
of heart trouble. 
- 


One of the most important prob- 


lems of heart disease is the ques- 
tion of work and employment for 
those who are afflicted with some 
heart difficulty. 


The highest hurdle for the heart 


patient to surmount is fear. 
In 


most cases this fear is not justified 
by the facts, since a high propor- 
tion of patients with heart disease 
can and should be actively em- 
ployed in some occupation outside 
or inside the home. 


It has been shown beyond ques- 


tion that when work is suitably 
adjusted to the ability of the heart, 
useful occupation is all to the good. 


How can one tell what work is 


suitable for the person with some 
heart ailment? There are ample 
measures available today for the 
doctor' to test the patient and find 
out quite exactly the amount of 
work that can safely be done. 


Sometimes restrictions are not 


necessary at all, but in many cases 
the heart patient can perform use- 
ful functions in industry with only 
slightly reduced activity. 


Once this has been determined 


by the physician in charge, the 
next problem is to find an occupa- 
tion which fits the health needs,of 
the individual. In this task the 
American Heart Aatociatton, UM

other organizations are of great 
help. 


What about the employers' view 


on work for those who have some 
heart trouble? This has undergone 
a remarkable change over the past 
years. 


Formerly, many employers were 


afraid to allow any victim of heart 
disease to work for them for fear 
of what might happen. Now, most 
of them realize that when the job 
is adjusted to the person they can 
safely hire many of those who 
have some form of heart disease 
and many 
become particularly 


valued employes. 


NOT ALL'CAN WORK 


Furthermore, a study of the work 


done by a group of persons who 
had heart disease in comparison 
with a group of those who did not 
showed very little difference In 
work done. 
In fact, such differ- 


ences as there were favored the 
group with heart trouble! 


This does not mean,, of course, 


that all victims of heart disease 
can work, but it does mean that 
the mere presence ol heart disease 
by no means implies the end of 
useful occupation for a great many 
of those involved. Suitable work 
is useful, economical and psy- 
chologically, not only for those 
who have heart trouble, but also 
for the country as a whole.

Discuss Subject, 'Communism'

Dr. Leo Kamnetz, psychiatrist at 


the Dixon State Hospital, spoke to 
the Dixon branch of the A.A.U.W. 
Monday evening at Loveland Com-, 
munity House on the subject of 
"Communism." Since he was ed- 
ucated in Germany and served in 
the U. S. Army, European Civil 
Affairs (Division which served to 
govern occupied countries, he was 
well qualified to speak on the sub- 
ject. 


He compared Europe with its 


barbaric invasions, wars, revolu- 
tions and dictators with the-U.S.A. 
where individualism, pursuit of 
happiness, and freedom have long 
been a part of our life. The U.S.A. 
has always taken the part of the 
underdog, has not been aggressive, 
and has pursued a foreign policy 
toward peace in Europe. 
Now 


with Europe divided, the U.S.A. 
relationship with communism is 
more direct since our interest in 
western Europe brings us in close 
contact with communism.x 


Dr. Kamnetz says that although 


communism was originally an 
idealistic theory, it is now asso- 
ciated with Stalin and Russia in 
an imperialistic form. 
In the 


U.S.A. we have free enterprise, 
and the state is to serve the indi- 
viduals. 
The constitution came 


about through observation of life. 
It is a practical product of our 
way of life. The Soviet constitu- 
tion was built artificially out of 
Karl Marx's theory. He tried to 
build the State and to change life 
to meet his theory. In-the Russian 
form of communism, the State is 
everything, and the individual is 
nothing. 


Became National 


After 1917 the Soviet state form 


of communism became national in- 
stead of international in an ag- 
gressive form. 
The slogans in 


World War H asked workers to de- 
fend Mother Russia from the Nazi 
aggression. 


The U.S.A. standard of living 


would go down under communism; 
therefore, we are in little danger 
from Communists within our bor 
ders. We deplore Russian methods 
'of aggression,-but we are not hos 
tile to the communist populations 
of iron curtain-countries. The na 
tional communists, not tied t< 
Russia; as Yugoslavia under Tito

and Cook county control of the 
House and allowing downstate to 
retain its majority in the Senate. 
Under'1 the- existing lineup, down- 
state has a 32-19 margin over Chi- 
cago in districts.and controls both 
branches. 
Each 
district elects 


three House members and one sen- 
ator. 


The proposal, submitted. Tues- 


day, by Rep. Arthur Sprague, La- 
Grange Republican, is patterned 
along the lines -of the federal Con- 
gress system. 


Stratum Approves 


Although he did not come out for 


any specific bill, Gov. William G. 
Stratton told newsmen^ Tuesday 
that "We're going to push for a 
constitutional amendment" on leg- 
islative 
redistricting 
because 


"that's the only way to settle this 
problem." 
x 


The Sprague 
measure, which 


calls for a constitutional amend- 
ment subject to voters approval 
next year, would give Cook county 
23 senators', four more than at 
present. 


The House lineup would be de- 


termined by allowing each district 
one member for each one-third, or 
major • fraction of one-third of a 
basic 171,000 population ratio. The 
ratio "is fixed by dividing the 51 
districts into the 1950 population 
of the state. 


Sprague said that with this sys- 


tem, Cook county with its greater 
population under Uie 1950 census 
would hold a few more House seats 
than downstate. 


Could Control Both. 


If redistricting were done strict 


ly according to population, Cook 
county would gain the upper hand 
'In both branches. Sprague's plan 
would overcome this situation, long 
the big stumbling block to legisla- 
tive remapping. 


At its session Tuesday, the House 


received 28 new bills but didn't do 
much business. The pace is ex 
pected to pick up within a few 
weks, now that committees have 
been organized for screening bills. 


One of the new measures asked 


for repeal of the state police merit 
system, set up in 1949 under ex- 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson. Governor 
Stratton has said he fayors reten- 
tion of the system which has taken 
the 500 man state police force out 
of the political patronage realm.

Dulles went on, that a war with 
Russis is inevitable and that the 
U. S. should have it soon rather 
than late because time is running 
against this country. 


"President Eisenhower is abso- 


lutely opposed to any such policy," 
Dulles declared, "and so of course 
am I and all of my associates in 
the State Department and in the 
foreign service." 


But he asserted that this nation 


must have a positive policy of de- 
veloping and keeping alive -other 
people—notably those under Soviet 
domination—"such a love and re- 
spect for freedom "that they can 
never really be absorbed by, the 
desperatism, the totalitarian dicta- 
torship of the Communist world." 


Development 'of the love of free- 


dom and independence" among the 
captive peoples,,he said,-may make 
them so resistant to Soviet domi- 
nation that they cannot "be swal- 
lowed and digested . . . and per- 
haps in time.the indigestion will 
become so acute that it might be 
fatal."

Presbyterians Will Observe Centennial

Founded in 
School House 


Ceremonies To Be 
Held Thursday in 
Remodeled Building 


,The Jan. 29 centennial cele 


bration meeting of Dixon'j 
First Presbyterian church will 
mark the first meeting in the 
church's newly reconstructed 
building at 316 B. Third st.' 


Services at 7:30 p.m. Thursday 


will be held in commemoration 
of a day 100 years ago when the 
church was first founded by Dixon 
"Presbyterians wishing to worship 
in accordance with their own views 
and customs." 


Today's reconstructed building, 


costing approximately $132,000, is 
a far cry from the one a century 
-ago.. 


Now, the church includes a re- 


decorated sanctuary, a first floor 
kitchen and dining room, 
office 


rooms and Sunday school class 
rooms. 


Services in School 


In 1851, Presbyterians had to 


. hold services in a district school 
house. Not until 1853 did Dixon 
formally organize the first Presby- 
-terian church in the city. 


Dr. W. W. Harsha was pastor. He 


dedicated the first building in 1856. 
"The structure was located in back 
of the present church lot. , 
_ Dr. Harsha initially came to Dix- 


«• on to establish the Dixon Collegiate 
* Institution with a $25,000 endow* 
- ment, land donated in Bluff park, 
'and other contributions. Although 
'. the cornerstone was laid in 1855, 
' the institution is non-existent to- 
'. day. 


In December, 1862, JDr. E. C. 


.Sickles began the longest pastorate 
'Of the church, 33 year*. Then, it 
was decided a new building be 
'erected. It was built and dedicated 
in 1864, at a cost not to exceed 
$5,000. 


The Candle Lighter!, society was 


organized during tha pastorate of 
the Rev. A. R. Bickenbach which 
began in May, 1895. 


Chapel Dedicated 


In January, 1898, the-chapel was 


dedicated as a new addition to the 
church. 


Funds for an organ and general 


church improvements including the 
altering of the church sanctuary 
were raised during the pastorate 
of Dr. S. S. Cryor in 1900. The al- 
tered sanctuary reversed the 
church's interior. 


During Dr. A. J. Holland'! min- 


istry, the manse was purchased in 
19U. In 1918, the Rev. Jessie-M. 
Tidball, D.D., became minister. 


During the four year pastorate of 


Dr. Prentiss Cast, beginning In 
1923, the physical property of the 
church was greatly improved. 


Dr. J. Franklin Young came to 


the church in 1927 and worked hard 
during crucial years on tho church 
Sunday school. Dr. Young is re- 
tired and spends part of the year 
in Florida. 


The Mariners club, the Presbyte- 


rian Woman's association, and the 
board of deacons were organized 
during the pastorate of the Rev. 
Herbert J. Doran, who became 
minister in 1936. 


The-Rev. Bliss B. Cartwright jr., 


was installed in 1943, and resigned 
in November, 1952. The building of 
the new addition and the remodel- 
ing of the church property was 
undertaken. Hubert A. Howell, 
Dixon, is constructing the new 
church organ that is composed of 
the pipes from the old instrument.

Artillery Is Used to Lessen 
Danger of Burning Gas Wells 


ABOARD A PATROL BOAT in 
he Gulf of Mexico W)—Weary men 
battling two multimillion-dollar off- 
shore gas well fires worked clop- 
•cdly today to complete a metal 
worn to yank away a pipe spurt- 
ng flaming gas dangerously near 
three other wells. 


The boom was started 
after 


more than 30 shots from a 75-mil- 
imeter recoillcss rifle failed to 
blow away the 11-inch-thick steel 
pipe. More firing was scheduled 
oday but the strategy was switch- 
ed because the wind was expected 
o shift and endanger the platform 
rom, which four Army infantry- 
men were firing the rifle. 


Second Ignited 


One of the wells exploded Sun- 
lay and the other caught fire Mon- 
day. Both are on a wooden plat- 
orm erected on pilings driven in- 
o the Gulf of Mexico 10 miles 
rotn the. Louisiana 
Coast 
and 


.bout 90 miles southeast of New 
Orleans. 


If the metal boom doesn't work, 


wo othos plans are on tap. 


The first would be to place the 


75-mm. rifle on a boat and move 
in on the target from upwind for 
another try. 


The second would be to drill an- 


other well and tap the burning well 
at its source about 
10,000 
feet 


down in the earth. A^spokesman 
for the Pure Oil Company, owner 
of the burning wells, 
said 
this 


probably would take from four to 
six weeks. 


The' infantrymen 
from 
Camp 


Polk, La., hit the T-shapcd pipe 
on top of the well repeatedly with 
high explosive, armor-piercing am- 
munition but could not blast it 
away. 


Directs Flow 


The weakened "T" pipe—actu- 


ally a square steel forging with a 
hole bored thiough the center — 
directs the flow of gas from.the 
well. Flames spewed 
from the 


ends o£ the crossbar of the "T" 
and gave the appearance of two 
huge blow torches. 


The roar of the flames sounded 


like 100 freight trains and the night
